Dr. F. \V. Trapbas 
tte -.tf-'uist of the «>xp*Tiuu>ui 
expresses tise otuitidonw that "Mon- 
tana c-jaUitioas are favorable to the 
production of sugar Iwts of high sug- 
ar content and standard purity." Oth- 
er conclusions are: 


"It is clearly demonstrated that 


greater attention ou the part of farm- 
ers to the care of the crop would be at- 
tended with marked Improvements iu 
the quality of the product.

factories. 


"Sugar beets containing the required

"H is the custom of tho boot susar 


companies to pay for the railroad haul, 
aud whore the boots are siloed to 
await their call they pay 3} cents addi- 
tional per ton.

fasten legs to this by rivets or weld- 
ing. The logs should bu turnrnl out at 
the bottom so they won't sink into the 
ground. The height of the legs should 
be about twelve luchos. 


I prefer riveting, as it is so much 


easier done and eun bo done nn the 
farm, while if the legs arc welded on it 
will have to bo made by a good black- 
smith. With this device a person can 
heat water and render lard with the 
greatest convenience. 


To the Priirtical Corn Urocflcr. 
To the practical corn breeder I urge 


only three things: First, adopt the row 
system, plant twenty-five to fifty good 
seed ears, one car to a row, then select 
your seed for the next year ou the 
basis 
of performance 
record 
from 


about ten rows which produce the 
highest yield and the best cars. Second, 
breed corn for a purpose. If you wish 
to feed corn, breed and grow high pro- 
tein corn. 
If you wisli to grow corn 


for starch and glucose factories, breed 
and grow the corn the factory wants. 
Third, until we have more facts doiv't 
devote too much time in trying to pro- 
duce kernels on the tip end of the cob 
or in trying lo reduce the size of the 
cob or in trying to make the tip end of 
the ear as large as the butt or in pull- 
ing out suckers or iu doing other things 
the ultimate effect of which is un- 
known. It is not yet known with any 
degree 
of certainty whether those 


things are beneficial, injurious or with- 
out effect on the production of the crop.

KEEPING A LOGBOOK. 


Tlie Sj-Htem ot Abbreviations lined on 


Merchant Ve»«el», 


How many landsmen know how a 


logbook Is written up? It seems just as 
complicated as double entry bookkeep- 
ing when one docs not know, but after 
n little careful attention and study it's 
as easy to keep a logbook as to eat hot 
gingerbread. There is a list of letters 
arranged, and they look like so much 
Greek to the uneducated. 


Tbe letter b, for instance, stands for 


blue sky, whether there be clear or 
hazy atmosphere. C means cloudy or 
detached, opening clouds; d denotes 
drizzling rain; a small j, fog; capital F, 
thick fog; g, gloomy, dark -.veather; 'u, 
hail; 1, lightning, and m, misty or hazy 
so as to Interfere with the view. 


The letter o represents overcast or 


when the whole sky is covered with one 
Impenetrable cloud. Passing showers 
are noted by the letter p, and q indi- 
cates the weather to be squally. Con- 
tinuous rain is indicated by nn r, snow 
by an s and thunder by a t. Any ugly, 
threatening appearance in the weather 
calls for the letter u, and visibility at 
distant objects, whether the sky be 
cloudy or not, is represented by the let- 
ter v. A small w Is wet dew. A full 
point or dot under any letter denotes 
an extraordinary degree. As an exam- 
ple of how the letters are used take 
q p "d 1 t. This reads very hard squalls 
and showers of drizzle, accompanied by 
lightning, with very heavy thunder. 
Numerals denote the force of the wind. 
A cipher indicates calm, 1 light air, 2 
light breeze, 3 gentle breeze, -i moder- 
ate breeze, D fresh breeze, G strong 
breeze, 7 moderate gale, S fresh gale, 
9 strong gale, 10 whole gale, 11 storm, 
12 hurricane.

•wounded groaned terribly, nd one 
poor fellow almost brake my heart by 
faintly screaming "Father!" every mo- 
ment. I didn't feel any better when 
^ve learned that the wounded boy 
whom we were about to cart away 
was a son of the old mna who was 
preparing the dead Confederates for 
their Lost' home. Then we knew why ' 
the old man had offered to assist the 
burial party and why he had looked so 
quickly and intently through the gath- - 
ering dusk into the faces of the dead. 
The boy had been brought in later 
from the woods, and the father would 
never have known of his presence had 
Jt not been for bis cries. 


The next scene was equally painful— 


the old man bogging, with tears in his 
eyos. to be allowed to take his wound- 
ed chi!4 to Ms own house ami the -ma- 
jor insisting on his duty to carry nil 
the wounded captives to our own camp. 
Rpvoral minutes before the old farmer 
b«d boon to us only a stay at home reb- 
rl. N'ow there v.asn't a man of us who

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to bis had \vo "dared. It was A great 
relief to all of tis when our assistant 
surgeou, who had been rapidly examin- 
ing the woxmded, assured the old man 
that the boy would need frequent *ur 
gical attention instead of home nurs- 
ing if his life were7 to be saved, so he 
would be better off in our hospital. 
Then the surgeon offered the farmer 
his hand, and after a shake the old 
man sighed: 


"I'll take your word for it." 
I couldn't understand why a mere 


handshake was so convincing until one 
of our middle aged chaps told me that 
both men were Freemasons. But the ag- 
ony for us was resumed after we start- 
ed for camp, for the major, though 
true to the letter of his duty, was a 
Freemason himself, so he halted us in 
front of the old man's farm long enough 
to let the family come out and bid the 
boy goodby, perhaps for the last time. 
They came down with a lantern, for it 
was now quite dark, and the mother 
sobbed and wailed as she leaned over 
the cart ami-did all her thinking aloud 
and told how handsome and cheery her 
boy had looked when he took dinner at 
home a few hours before for the first 
time in months. 
His pretty sister. 


whom all of us had adored from time 
to time as she stood at the farm gate 
with her father to see the soldiers pass 
by, prayed aloud for heaven's curse to 
fall on the man whose bullet had pierc- 
ed her brother's lungs, and I am sure 
each of us trembled at the thought that 
the bullet might have been his own. 
Near them stood a little brother and 
sister crying in the pitiful, hopeless 
way that my brother Ned did when he 
first heard that I was going to the war. 


Yet this was not the only family that 


suffered by that engagement. 
Besides 


the men killed outright, some of our 
own comrades died afterward of their 
wounds without father, mother, sisters 
or brothers to say goodby to'them. Not 
all the missing were taken prisoners 
by the enemy, and nearly half a year 
of awful uncertainty and of frantic 
letter writing passed before we learned 
this through our captured men who re- 
turned when exchanged. 
One of our 


men, whose leg was broken by a bullet 
and who then was knocked senseless 
by a glancing shot on his head, floated 
down the shallow stream some dis- 
tance before he came to his senses and 
got ashore. Stanching his wound by 
tying a strip of his shirt tightly around 
his leg, he bound the broken limb in 
twigs and then spent two whole days 
and nights in crawling on his hands 
and one knee to our nearest picket sta- 
tion, several miles distant. In the ear- 
ly spring a colored man who went to 
the creek to fish found the remains of 
one of our men beside a tree, a mile 
below the scene of the fight, and 
scratched on the bark of the tree were 
a few words telling how the poor fel- 
low had died a lingering death from 
wounds, exposure and starvation. 


Yet the entire engagement, in which 


a 
full third of the men on the 


bridge were either killed, wounded or 
captured within 15 minutes, was in 
military 
parlance "merely 
a little 


brush." Mention cf it never got into 
the newspapers. 
There were thou- 


sands like it, except for the falling 
bridge, during the war. the results be- 
ing too small or gradual to be part of 
the history which was being made by 
some great engagements which pro- 
portionately were not so bloody. Per- 
haps the story of this one will explain 
to some people why old soldiers when 
chatting together about the war talk 
much of the march and camp, but very 
little about fighting. 


The fight at the bridge was the se- 


verest engagement in which our com- 
pany had ever participated, so I ought 
to have been so absorbed by it as 
to be insensible to anything but my 
duty as a soldier. 
1 am glad to say 


that I loaded, aimed and fired as care- 
fully as if—oh, as if it were the first 
day of the "open season" for quail in 
the woods and fields near Summerton. 
Nevertheless I frequently detected my- 
self in the act of looking about me to 
see what other men were doing. I saw 
Cloyne loading and firing as placidly 
and smilingly as if he were merely 
making out bills at the Summerton 
lumber yard. 
Mick McTwyny was 


handling his carbine as energetically 
as if it were a coffee mill, yet in his 
excitement he was discharging it in 
the direction of the sun. the tree tops 
and his own toes, as if the enemy were 
atoms of the surrounding air and could 
be easily hit by a man with his eyes 
shut. Meanwhile he was volubly curs- 
ing his platoon in English and Irish, 
with some assistance from the verbi- 
age of the holy Scriptures and the vo- 
cabulary of the Bowery, for not firing j 
more rapidly and carefully. 


"Look at that little dhivil Brainard!" 


he shouted. "He's puttin' rebs into pur- 
gatory as fast as if he was walkin' to 
Sunday school in Summerton." 


Brainard.' The sound of his name 


startled me and caused a guilty pang 
as my having been concerned only for 
my own life impressed me. 
I looked 


quickly about for him and just in time 
to see him roll sidewise from behind a 
fallen log, his face as white as the pa- 
per on which I am writing. Killed? 
No, he moved. 1 hurried to his side 
and asked him where he was hit.

I could not see their dividing line, so I 
looked toward the Confederate with a 
red beard, and a second after Brainacd 
fired 1 saw the red bearded man clap 
a hand to his shoulder.

ed that he had gone out of action and 
sat down behind his tree.

n wtrlp of skin and a bit of llesh taken 
from his cheek by n shot from the 
other side, but he did not know of it 
til) the tight was over. I was recalled 
to a sense of duty by Cloyne, who 
drawled: 


"What are you lounging for. Jack?

) Quickly I covered my confusion by 
regaining the cover I, had left, but I 
was still curious to know what other 
men were doing.

I found the now bakery lev- 


eled to the ground and 200 excited 
men clamoring for the bread which, 
they declared, the steward withheld 
from them from meanness or stole for 
1. .- own benefit. 


" 'And what do you say of the ma- 


tron V I asked, rushing among them. 
'Do you think that she, through whose 
hands the bread must pass, is a party 
to the theft? Do you accuse me. who 
have nursed you through months 01" 
illness, making you chicken soup when 
we had not seen a chicken for a year, 
forcing an old breastbone to do duty 
for months for those unreasonable fel- 
lows who wanted to see the chicken; 
me. who gave you a greater variety in 
peas than was ever known before and 
who lately stewed your rats when the 
cook refused to touch them? And this 
is your gratitude! You tear down my 
bakehouse, beat my baker and want 
to hang my steward!' 


"To my surprise the angry men 


laughed and cheered. A few days later 
there came to me a 'committee' of 
two sheepish looking fellows to ask 
my acceptance of a ring. Each of the 
poor men had subscribed 
something 


from his pittance, and their old ene- 
my, the steward, had been sent to town 
to make the purchase. Accompanying 
the ring was a bit of dirty paper on 
which was written,- 'For our chief ma- 
tron, in honor of her brave conduct on 
the day of the bread riot.' "'

QUEEREST OF LAWSUITS.

Perhaps the most remarkable? suit 


ever brought is on the records of the 
court of the exchequer iu England. It 
was tiled ou Oct. tt, 1725, and it sets 
fortfc very clearly that John ISverit aud 
Joseph Williams were highway rob- 
bers. 


In its succinct legal phrases the com- 


plaint says that the men formed a 
partnership for the purpose of carry- 
ing ou business as highwaymen. 
It 


•was mighty profitable, as was shown 
by the fact that Event sued Williams 
for the equivalent of .$5.000, "being for 
moneys wrongfully appropriated to de- 
fendant's private purse." 


This was the amount in dispute after 


the partnership had lasted only a year. 
Then Everit claimed that he discov- 
ered that his partner had not made a 
fair division of the spoils. 


The action was adjudged to be a 


gross contempt of court, and the plain- 
tiff was ordered to pay all costs, while 
the solicitors wiio served the writ were 
fined. 
One of the solicitors, a man 


nniv ^ Wreathcock, refused to pay the 
fine and was sent to prison for six 
months. Both plaintiff aud defendant 
to the action wore subseqxiently hang- 
ed, one at Tyburn and the other at 
Alaidstone.

Trivial Causes oZ Wars. 


History records one war that was 


caused by a glass of water—th2 war of 
the Spanish succession. A lady, Mrs. 
Masham, a celebrated court beauty, 
was carrying a glass of ^ater when she 
was obstructed by the XTarquis de To- 
rey. 
A slight scuffle ensued, and the 


water was spilled. The marquis lost 
his temper, and bad feeling ensued be- 
tween the English and French courts, 
with the ultimate result that war was 
declared. 
The campaign cost France 


many severe battles — viz, Blenheim, 
1704; Ramillies, 1707; Audenardi, 170S, 
and Malplaquit. 1700.

monwealth of Modena. A soldier stole 
a bucket from a public well belonging 
to the state of Bologna. Although the 
value of the article did not exceed a 
few pennies, the incident was the signal 
for a fierce and prolonged war. Henry, 
the king of Sardinia, assisted the Mo- 
denese to retain the bucket, and in one 
of the subsequent battles he was made 
a prisoner. The bucket is still exhibit- 
ed in the tower of the cathedral of llo- 
dena.

Merchant Vessels. 


How many landsmen know how a 


logbook is written up? It seems just as 
complicated as double entry bookkeep- 
ing when one does not know, but after 
a little careful attention and study it's 
as easy to keep a logbook as to eat hot 
gingerbread. There is a list of letters 
arranged, and they look like so much 
"reek to the uneducated. 


The letter b. for instance, stands for 


)lue sky, whether there be clear or 
hazy atmosphere. C means cloudy or 
detached, opening clouds; d denotes 
drizzling rain; a small j, fog; capital P, 
thick fog; g, gloomy, dark weather; L, 
hail; 1, lightning, and m. misty or hazy 
so as to interfere with the view. 


The letter o represents overcast or 


•when the whole sky is covered with one 
impenetrable cloud. Passing showers 
are noted by the letter p, and q indi- 
cates the -weather to be squally. Con- 
tinuous rain is indicated by an r, snow 
by an s and thunder by a t. Any ugly, 
threatening appearance in the weather 
calls for the letter u, and visibility of 
distant objects, -whether the sky be 
cloudy or not, is represented by the let- 
ter T. A small w is wet dew. A full 
point or dot under any letter denotes 
an extraordinary degree. As an exam- 
ple of how the letters are used take 
q p"d 1 t This reads very hard squalls 
and showers of drizzle, accompanied by 
lightning, with very heavy thunder. 
Numerals denote the force of the wind. 
A cipher indicates calm, 1 light air, 2 
light breeze, 3 gentle breeze, 4 moder- 
ate breeze. 5 fresh breeze, U strong 
breeze. 7 moderate gale, 8 fresh gale, 


( 9 strong gale, 10 whole gale, 11 storm, 


12 hurricane. This system of abbrevi- 
ation is generally adhered to on all 
merchant vessels.
